fion to which they have at length ar- 
rived.” With this view, as Well as to 
prevent the ſtudent from being miſled 
by haſty and inaccurate draſts, I have

Practiſers of real and acknowledged 


eminence. And as even in theſe, owing 
to the inaccuracy of tranſcribers, and 
the interpolations of editors, a material 
difference may be diſcovered in reſpect 


to their relative excellence, I thought 
it expedient, (particularly in the Pre- 


cedents of Sir Orlando Bridgman, where 
the difference is moſt apparent) to point 
out by very ſhort remarks, ſuch as, 
either for the variety of their matter, 
or the accuracy or neatneſs with which

menſe: and if it has been attended with 
any tolerable ſucceſs, it is almoſt more 
than at ſometimes I dared venture to 
expect. I am not hewever without my

The arrangement of his cir- 
cumſtances is peculiarly eaſy and per- 
ſpicuous; his language bold, clear, 
and expreſſive; and the variety and 
juſtneſs of proviſions indicate a quick- 
neſs of conception, a ſolidity of judg- 
ment, and a great extent of legal know- 
ledge: bur, uhfortunately, they are 
given to the public in a manner lo- 
venly and indiſcriminate.
